But, 
before I begin messing with it, I have a few questions. 


=46irst, the radiator: 


Vern's instruction sheet specifies appx. 13 ft (+/- 1£t) for 80, 
40, and 30m. Makes perfect sense, puts the top of the coil at 7' 
above the base. at 30m, a 1/4 wave is 23 ft, the appx. 20 ft pole 
length plus a little bit of coil in line. 


15, 17 and 20 m are specified at 6.5 ft, (+/- 0.5ft). I'm assuming 
this is making an end-fed half wave on those frequencies, still 
using the coil for the tuning on the bands? 


What about 12 and 10m operation? work with just the coil (no top 
radiator?) for 1/4 wave (8.25 and 9.375 £t is 1/4 wave at 10 and 
12m, respectively)? Ox add the 6.5 ft radiator and work as an 
end-fed halfwave (16.5 £t. for 10m, 18.75 ft. for 12m)? 


Ox am I really confused? 
Now the radials: 


Do end-fed half-wave verticals require radials? seems there needs 
to be xsomex sort of system to decouple the feedline from the 
antenna proper. But, no radials are shown on the instruction sheet 
for 20-10m -- are the 80-40 radials used, or are they simply left 
off? 


=46inally, power capability: 


The original design of the SLV is for QRP operations, obviously. 
Will the coil accept QRO operations, if necessary (I'm thinking this 
will be an excellent emergency operations antenna)? I'd think 
150-175 watts would be max, probably only 100, but want to leave 
some room for comfort. 


In some of the notes on the NorCal Web page for the original SLV, 
#20 stranded is mentioned handling up to 40 watts or so. 


In addition to the need for radials on 20-10m, what would be the 


requirement to run QRO on the radials? I wouldn't think the 
5-conductor rotor cable mentioned on Vern's instruction sheet would 
be capable, but it could be. 


Thanks for the help ... I'm going out to the storage room to get the 
trusty ol' ARRL Antenna Handbook to see if it is any assistance. 

The regular handbook wasn't much help -- it only deals with 1/4 wave 
verticals.

*xk JTONOSPHERIC AND GEOMAGNETIC STORM UPDATE xx 
18:30 UTC, 15 May 1997 


Major to severe geomagnetic storming has been observed over 
approximately the last 9 hours as the main phase of the coronal mass 
ejection impacts the Earth. Some middle and high latitude magnetic 
observatories reported very large deviations in the magnetic field. Meanook 
in Alberta Canada reported a deviation of 1,450 nT between 12:00 and 13:00 
UTC and Sitka in Alaska observed a deviation of 1,646 nT at the same time 
(normal quiet-time deviations are only between 5 and 20 nT). 


Considerable expansion of the auroral zones into the northern U.S. 
states during the local evening hours produced visible auroral activity 
throughout many middle latitude regions. The Eastern U.S. was hampered by 
bad weather and hence was not able to observe much activity, but the western 
U.S. saw strong levels of auroral activity. Many reports of activity have 
even been received from New Zealand over the last 3 hours. 


The expanded auroral ovals brought substantial ionospheric instability 
and increased absorption to middle latitude regions. Sporadic-E, spread-F and 


serious multipathing has all but shut down most HF circuits on middle 
latitude and poleward signal paths. 


In the midst of all of this, Australian regions observed very large 
enhancements in critical F2-layer frequencies and F2-layer maximum usable 
frequencies earlier in the UTC day. For example, Learmonth reported critical 
F2-layer frequencies +90% ABOVE NORMAL 30-day values at 12:00 UTC. Townsville 
also reported enhancements as high as 90% above normal levels at 09:00 UTC, 
concurrent with enhancements observed at Camden of about 75% above normal. 


These enhancements would have resulted in MUFs of near 30 MHz at 09:00 
UTC for Townsville (opening the 10-meter band for long-distance 
communications) where normal MUFs are about 16 MHz. 


The enhancement at Learmonth at 12:00 UTC would have pushed the F2-layer 
MUF to 20.9 MHz where the normal MUF was only about 11.1 MHz for this time of 
day. The biggest impression was the peak MUF for Learmonth at 09:00 UTC 
which increased from a normal level of 21.3 MHz to an impressive 34.0 MHz, 
easily opening the 10-meter bands. In fact, propagation should have been 
strong enough to keep the 10-meter band open near Learmonth for almost 4 
hours between 06:00 UTC and 10:00 UTC! However, signal instabilities may 
have degraded propagation somewhat. 


Propagation conditions continue to be strongly depressed at 18:30 UTC 
over most regions. Major to severe geomagnetic storming is continuing to be 
observed over many regions. This activity should begin subsiding over the 
next 6 hours as the main belt of the disturbance passes by the Earth. 


HF radio propagation conditions will require a day or two to recover 
from this activity.

In the late 60's I built a stereo audio power amp. It was a pretty 
complicated complementary symmetry direct coupled design. The problem with 


homebrewing this type of amp is that one bad component or wiring error could 
blow most of the transistors in a channel, and smoke a few passive 
components as well. I finished building it while on a holiday visit to my 
parents house, and decided to test it right there on the kitchen table. 
While hooking up a preamp and speakers, I gave a running narrative of what 
could go wrong to my parents, brother, sister, and wife (who heard it all 
before!) This transistor shorts, that one opens, etc. Whether it worked or 
not, it was going to be the best entertainment of the day. So, with a last 
minute check and a flourish, I pushed the plug in the wall. (Actually for 
years the plug would function as an on off switch, until it cracked and the 
xyl got a shock, but that's another story.)

It has been busy and interesting the last few days here at the observatory. 
The VLA is observing/mapping a region in the sky only a few milli-arc seconds 
across that was the sight of a huge gamma-burst last week. Astronomers do 
not yet know what process causes such huge gamma production, and this time, 
the VLA has pin pointed the source and for the first time, high resolution 
imaging is taking place. This may answer the question whether these gamma 
bursts are coming from some KNOWN celestial object (galaxy, quasar, etc.), 

or whether an entirely new class of object, previously UNKNOWN, is about to 
be discovered. 


ObQRP: The received levels of the radio emissions are in the vicinity 

of 2 x 10EE-24 microwatts, or only about 16 degrees K. If my math is 
right, that would be 2x10EE-27 mW (QdBm) which would be a received signal 
strength of -267dBm. Now THAT is QRP! 


I'm attaching the official Press Release issued today about this. Also 
note that the NRAO contact person, Dave Findley, is fellow Socorro QRPer 
N1IRZ/5.

VERY LARGE ARRAY DETECTS RADIO EMISSION FROM GAMMA-RAY BURST 


Astronomers have used the National Science Foundation's (NSF) 
Very Large Array (VLA) radio telescope to make the first detection of 
radio emission from a cosmic gamma-ray burst. This sheds the first 
light on longstanding questions about the actual physics of these 
mysterious, tremendously energetic events. 


"The mere discovery of radio emission from this gamma-ray burst 
rules out some theoretical models," said Dale Frail of the National 
Radio Astronomy Observatory (NRAO) in Socorro, New Mexico. "We are 
still observing it and each additional observation will help further 
discriminate among competing models." 


"This detection may finally tell us what these mysterious 
gamma-ray bursts are, helping to resolve one of the biggest mysteries 
in astrophysics," said Hugh Van Horn, Director of the NSF's Division 
of Astronomical Sciences. 


The burst of gamma rays was detected May 8 by the Italian-Dutch 
satellite BeppoSAX. Hundreds of such bursts have been recorded by 
satellites in the past 30 years, but last week's event already has 
become the most scientifically significant of them all. For years, 
the difficulty of precisely locating the bursts' position in the sky 
made it nearly impossible to study them with optical and radio 
instruments. In late 1996, this situation improved with the launch of 
BeppoSAX, which can pinpoint the bursts' location much more accurately 
than previous spacecraft. 


A team of astronomers from Caltech and NRAO, using the 10-meter W.M. Keck 
Telescope in Hawaii, found visible light coming from the May 8 gamma-ray 
burst. They announced yesterday (May 14) that analysis of its optical 
spectrum showed its minimum distance to be about seven billion light-years 
away, thus resolving the distance question. 


The VLA was trained on the May 8 burst less than four hours after 
the burst's discovery, but no radio emission was found until May 13. 
A repeat VLA observation early on May 15 showed that the radio 
emission is increasing in intensity. The May 15 VLA observations also 
show that the radio emission increases in intensity at shorter radio 
wavelengths. Frail and his colleagues will continue to observe the 
object with the VLA, and also plan to quickly use the continent-wide 
Very Long Baseline Array (VLBA) to make extremely high-resolution 
images. 


"By tracking changes in the radio intensity at different 
wavelengths and getting very high resolution images, we hope to gain 
unprecedented knowledge about a class of objects about which -- just 
last week -- we knew almost nothing," Frail said. "The Keck 


observations showed that they are very distant. We still have no idea 
about what kind of parent objects give rise to gamma-ray bursts. With 
our planned VLBA observations, we hope to get at the heart of this 
problem. " 


The VLA and VLBA are instruments of the National Radio Astronomy 
Observatory, a facility of the National Science Foundation operated 
under cooperative agreement by Associated Universities, Inc.

Probably the single most useful reference on QRP/near QRP transceiver 
design and construction is 'Solid State Design for the Radio Amateur', 

by Hayward and DeMaw, published by the ARRL. I think it lists for $12. 
Some of specific parts used in this book (particularly old ICs) aren't 

made any more, but the vast majority of the material is highly useful. 

This is a book that gives the basic design and construction methods 

as well as a large collection of ready-done projects. This really should 
be the first book on a QRP homebrewer's shelf. QRP Power is good, too, but 
is just a collection of projects - Solid State Design gives the knowledge 
to get started truly ‘rolling your own’.
